Iu a matter in inti- 
mately connected with the improvement 
of the city, however, the money-return, ii 
a Tery lubordiaale consideration. Of so 
much importance is it that lhat large 
port ton uf Lhe very heart of our metro- 
polis ihoutd be n> laid out aa to meeL the 
several requirement, of convenient 
' thoroughfares, urban embellishment, and 
healthful recrealiuu, that we ate ante, no 
enlightened mind Would fur a moment 
wiah theie to be aerified for the cake of a 
temporary gain to the revenue. It it, we 
repeat, a fortunate coincidence, thai no 
•acrtrice it called for, the favourite pro- 
ject oLfering pecuniary at welt bi grneial 
advantage*. Let u* endeavour to describe 
the prominent feature, of tlie cespective 
plans.
